There has been estimated for the 
Collector, Evans, the sum of $12.000 for his ser- 
vices and expenses, and, in addition thereto, 2 
rcent upon the amount of city taxes collected 
— him, which amounts to about $12,000 more. 
All these bills and items must be passed upon 
by the Auditing Board, which is composed of 
the seven Justices of the Peace and the Super- 
visor and Town Clerk. There is a further pro- 
vision of law that if either of the Justices is ab- 
sent from the meeting, his place may be sup- 
plied by the Collector or Assessor. At the first 
meeting in Angust two of the Jastices were 
conveniently absent, and the Assessor 
Collector were duly installed im their 
places. The law requires a certificate of 
audit to be signed by a majority of the Board. 
The first business of the Board was the allow- 
ance of $6,000 for the Assessor for his compen- 
sation and contingent expenses. This certificate 
was signed by Justice Haines, Supervisor Ryan, 
Clerk Gleason, Assessor Phillips, and Collector 
Evans. It is a significant fact that immediately 
following this certificate was an allowance of 
$200 to Haines & Tripp for legal services. During 
the various meetings of the Board at which these 
sums were allowed to the town officers, the Justices 
of the Peace were generally absent, and the audit- 
lug was substantially all performed by the four 
town officers. 
The injunction was denied upon the principle 
that the Court has no power to control 
the discretion of the Auditing Board, and 
although the statutory pay was a very 
small and insignificant part of the allowances, 
the Court assumed that the remainder was prop- 
Notwith- 
standing the charitable view of Judge Williams, 
it ia, of course, apparent that, under the con- 
venient “contingent expenses,” the 
town officers are attempting to appropriate a 
very large sum of money belonging to the town. 
I understand that it is the intention ef Messrs. 
Galloway and Shortall to press their suit and to 
recover back for the town the money belonging 
toit. Bus this Mr. Evans, who is the most ca- 
pable of this ring, and whose office is thus made 
the most Incrative, is a candidate for re-election, 
His legitimate compensation is $1,500, and bis 
expenses are said not to exceed $6,000; instead 
of this be is receiving about 325.000 for his three 
months’ services. This South Town Rin, with 
Evans at its head, is formidable. Its nanipula- 
tions of the ballot-box last April, when tue con- 
test was between Evans and Foley, will be ro- 
membered. Very few reputable citizens took 
part in that election; very few cared anything 
about the result, and the outcome showed a 
marvelous number of voters, both for Foley and 
Evans, but Evans had the most. This Ring 
plunders the South Town as the Aldermanic 
Ring does tha city. They sympathize with each 
other, and naturally combine forces, aad they 
were both assisted by the Whisky Ring while it 
was in active existence. ‘The Whisky lung has 
been broken up, for a time at least. ‘The people 
wili have an opportunity next Tuesday, April 4, 
to dispose of those which control both the city 
and the South Town.

DISASTER. 
. 


Tho Reservoir Which Supplies Worces- 
ter, Mass., with Water Breaking. 


Intense Excitement of the Inhab- 
itants of the City and Sur- 
rounding Valley, 


Other Storm-Damage in the Bast-—Acci- 
dent at the Centennial Buildings. 


A CALAMITY IMPENDING, 
Worcester, Mass., March 29.—About 8 o’elock 
to-night the alarm was given through the valley 
that the dam of the Lyndebrook Reservoir, 
which supplies the city with water, was giving 
way. The work of clearing out dwolling-houses 
and mills through the valley was at once begun, 
and the excitement was great. Water was pouring 
in torrents through a stone gate-house, and an 
entrance was forced to the gate-house, but the 
waste gate could not be opened, it being clog- 
ged with stones and gravel, and the fron rods 
with which it is worked being bent. The 
reservoir covers 140 acres, and stores 670,000,000 
gallons of water. 

Later—1 a.m.—The danger is increasing. 
The gap is widening and the dam is not expected 
to hold together until sunrise. All hope of pre- 
venting a terrible disaster is now abandoned. 
Fire hydrants and water-prpes in the city are be- 
ing opened to draw off as much of the water as 


possible. ; 

Worcester, Mass., March 30—2:15 a. m.—The 
break is enlarging rapidiy, The stream below 
bas beeu rising at the rate of 2 feet an hour 
since 12 o’clock. The dam is being anxiously 
watched, and word has been sent through the 
valley to expect a flood any moment. 

Worcester, March 30—2:50 a. m.— All water 
has stopped running through the city pipes, and 
itis thought the dam has “= away bodily. If 
euch is the case, there will be no commupnica- 
tion except on foot with the city. .

MOODY AND SANKEY. 


Their Magic Way of Calling Sin- 
mers to RKepentance the Subject of 
Many Conundrums. 

Specra; Diapateh to Ihe Chicage Tribune. 

New Yorr, March 29.—Not less than 38,000 
pastors and lay delegates from all parts of the 
country attended the Moody and Sankey Con- 
vention at the Hippodrome to-day, and Moody 
underwent cross- examination as to his method 
of conducting revivals from scores of listepers, 
The scenes were of the most inter- 
esting character — unlike any previous 
meetings of the revivalists. After 
a brief address Moody submitted to the ques- 
tioning, and in his answers displayed extraor- 
dinary acuteness and readiness. Many of his 
remarks were curious and witty, and kept the 
delegates in almost continuous laughter. Among 
other things, he said: I remember, in Chicago 
last winter, I was there. We had preachiag 
every afternoon. We went ont with invita- 
tions into saloons, bilhard-halls, etc., and 
we got s large audience there every 
afternoon, and we had a new minister every day . 
We wanted to bring all denominations to keep 
harmony, end 1 belieyé there was one solitary 
conversion after préaching thirty days. If we 
had only stuck to one minister, I pelieve we 
would have done a gr work then and there.“ 
When asked what sliould he do if scandal dis- 
tracted a church, be answered be would instantly 
turn out the offending persons. 

Q.—Suppose there are excitements in ch urch 
that seem to draw the attention of the church 
away from higher things,—politics, for instance? 

Mr. Moody—The political question might in- 
terest the world, and you could go right on 
without being interrupted; but the thing I 
dread more than 1 do politics is chese muserable 
church fairs.

GIVEN UP THE FIGHT. 

The Illinois Central Railroad Compapy, whieh 
has been fighting the Iowa Railroad law ever 
since its adoption, has finally given up the 
fight and decided to conform to the provisions 
of the law on and after the Ist of April. The 
rate for passengers will thereafter be 8 cents a 
mile in Iowa. A reduction is also made on 
through rates from this city. The reduction of 
rates from Chicago to the principal points in 
Iowa will be as follows;

On first-class and on second-class the reduc- 
tion is from $14to $13. As will be seen by 
the above, the reductions from this city amount 
to very little. The principal benefit is derived 
by the Iowa Grangers, as the reductions from 
point to point in Iowa are quite 4 For in- 
stance, the passenger rate from buque to 
Sioux City bas been reduced from $13 to $9.80. 
The priacipal reduction, however, is made in 
freight rates from point to point in Iowa, as will 
be seen by the following:

The reductions on lumber, coal, and other ar- 
ticles are in the same proportion. 

There will be no reduction in freight rates 
from Chicago to points in Iowa. As usual, this 
city will have to pay the fiddler, for the Com- 
pany expects to make on the inter-State traffic 
what it loses on the business within the State. 
The Managers of the Illinois Central claim that 
the rates established by the law are far below 
what it costs the road to carry the goods, and 
they adopted the tariff merely because it was 
more expensive to have continued litigation in 
the court.

THE MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 
Chemical Analysis of Some Tweive 
Years’ Crock edumess—Other Matters. 
ANN Arbor, Mich., March 29.—The Committee 
on the Chemical Laboratory Aceounts reported 
that the discrepancy between the amount col- 
lected and the amount returned to the Univer- 
sity during twelve years past amounts to $7,500. 
A majority of the Committee reported an addi- 
tional sum of $1,000, which had been audited and 
allowed by the preceding Board of Regents; 
which they think was improperly allowed. They 
aia not enter into any statement of accounts be- 
tween Dr. Rose, the accounting officer, and 
Prof. Douglass, Director. This was left toa 
subsequent committee to examine and deter- 
mine. In regard to the charge that Prof. Doug- 
lass had received commissions on account of 
purchases, the Committee reported unan- 
imously that they had thoroughly 
investigated the purchases, and the charge was 
without foundation. A further consideration of 
the accounts was intrusted to the Finance Com- 
mitta, of which the Hon. J. H. McCowan, 
of Coldwater, is Chairman. The Committee was 
instructed to hear parties interested in person or 
by counsel, and receive either written or oral 
testimony in explanation of the gc- 
counts. Upon the assurance of Dr. Rose 
and bis counsel that he could explain 
satisfactorily the deficits which he bad previons- 
ly acknowledged. the Regents voted to restore 
him to his position in the Laboratory pending 
final investigation. There were seventy-seven 
nates from the Medical, seven from the 
ental, and 159 from the Law Department. 
Prof. Cheever, of the Medical Department, 
resigned op account of ill-health, and Mr. 
Jenney, a Chicago architect, was appointed 
Professor of Architecture and Designer in the 
Polytechnic School.

A REMARKABLE MURDER-TRIAL IN GERMANY 
To the Editor of The Chicace Tribune: 

No. 239 Sram staeer, Carcaco, March 27.— 
The press of Germany, and particularly the 
Hamburg press, of the last days of February, 
is wild with excitement over the famous 
Thormaclen murder-trial It surprises me 
that American editors have heretofore not 
brought this subject to the notice of 
their readers, as no doubt everybody 
having the interest of human nature and its 
study at heart cannot but take great interest in 
this matter. Brooklyn tried nard to make Beecher 
confess, but Hamburg tried Anna Thormaellen on 
her own confession of murder, and both failed. 
I take the liberty to compile from three issues of 
the Reform the following short history of the 
case, and leave it to your better-skilled pen to 
draw conclusions : 

About six months ago, Mre. Anna Thormaelen 
confessed to the Hamburg authorities that she 
had murdered her husband, who died April 5, 
1875. According to her confession, she had 
given him morphine in the shape of self-made 
pills. She further stated that, in 1869, she fell 
in love with her father’s clerk, Mr. Shelenz, a 
druggist. But, inasmuch as Shelepz was not 
yet able to support her, he soon broke off the 
match; end,in 1870, the girl married a banker 
in Hamburg, the late Thormaecien, without lov- 
ing bim. She says ebe told her husband that 
she still loved ber first lover, Shelenz, and, 
with her husbend’s consent, she continued to 
correspond with him, and she did write to him 
letters in tbe most passionate terms and in 
eccentric language. She goes on and states that 
she all the tume told her first lover that she 
firmly remained true to him; and, when she 
thought herself pregnant by her busband, she 
went to see this Shelenz, and induced him to 
cohabit with ber, in order to make bim feel 
as if he were the father of her future 
child, so that abe could still claim to 
have remained true to him, and to have 
bad no intercourse with her husband. She still 
had a union with Shelenz im view; and, as she 
was unhappy with her husband. she concluded 
to poison bim. She obtained morphine in her 
mother’s drug-store, and gave it to her husband 
in his beer. He vomited it up, was laid up on 
the 5th of April, and, during the night, she made 
a pill with four grains of morphine with water, 
gave it to her husband, and he died. The 
physician, who was called in before the husband 
died, pronounced apoplexy the cause of death, 
and dissection of the corpse unnegeasary. 80 
much for her confession. 

The authorities ¢ried her. The confession 
was su ported by the fact that she had morphine 
in the house at time of her husband's death, 
—had shown it to the servants ; but she had had 
morphine in the house constantly, and took it 
herself for her frequent attacks of 
Immediately after her confession, the corpse of 
Mr. Thormaeien was dug up, and thoroughly 
examined and analyzed. The chemists found no 
trace of morphine, but gave as their opinion 
that Thormaelen could have died of morphine, 
and yet it might be impossible to prove it by 
analysis 20 long after death I may here state 
that often morphine has been given to animals, 
and. although the bodies have beeu analyzed im- 
mediately, is was found impossible to chemically 
prove the presence’ of morphine in the 
stomach, etc. The teacher of the school where 
Mrs. Tbormaelen had visited testified that the de- 
fendant had always shown a decided tendency to 
exaggerate; to paint imaginary sufferings in 
exalted | ; that she always fancied her- 
self the centre of some tragical romance. The 
able attorney for the defendant—who, by the 
way, was retained against her protest—showed 
that Mra. Thormaelen, after the death of her 
husband, had gone to visit some of ber relatives, 
who are ultra-Orthodox Pietists; that, in the 
solitude of rural lite, she had become very mel- 
ancholy, aud she had often spoken to her 
uncle in penitent language of the wrongs 
of her younger days, stating that she had be- 
trayed both her husband and her lover, and so 
forth. Her uncle advised her to see the Rev. 
Mr. Harms, of Hermanebury, who stands first 
in rank of the extreme Orthodoxy of Germany, 
and is ap almost-famous agitator for forei 
missions. The Rev. Mr. Harms might best 
called a first-class revivalist,—a German edition 
of Mo@iy. To dim she spoke of committed 
wrongs, and, asthe Reverend gentleman testi- 
fied, she appeared to enjoy the unfolding of

| THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Sexton Makes Unpleasant Charges 
Against Bailey; 


And Says the Latter Made Crooked 
Propositions to Him; 


Bailey Explains and Denies the Statements. 


It was rumored about the County Building 
yesterday that Mike Bailey, the Superintendent 
of Buildings, had acted rather queerly in his ne- 
gotiations with Contractor Sexton to compel him 
to cease work on the foundations for the buiid- 
ings now in course of construction on the site of 
the new County Hospital. It was charged that 
Bailey told Sexton $10,000 or $12,000 could be 
made by the change, and that he also inmrect- 
2 made some suggestions through s 
third party that a compromise could be effected. 
In order to find out the truth or falsity of these 
statements, a Tame reporter was detailed to 
seurch out the bottom facts in what looks just 
now like a very odd, not to say rather crooked, 
transaction. The reperter first called on 

ARCHITECT COCHRANE 
at his office in the Nixon Building, corner of 
LaSalle and Monroe streets. Said the reporter: 

Wat do you know in regard to Mike Bailey 
having told Sexton that there was money in the 
job in case the foundation-walla for the new 
* were sunk deeper?“ 

“Nothing; only what was said about the 
County Building. You'd better see Sexton,— 
he’ll tell you all about it. 

But, by-the-by,” continued Mr. Cochrane, 
don't vou think it rather queer that Bailey 
should have stamped my plans as in accordance 
with the city ordinance, when he insisted before 
that they were not? The requirements of the 
city ordinance are that foundations be laid be- 
yond the frost-une, and specifies no depth for 
walls laid on timbers, which mine are, and also 
laid in cement. If I went 6 inches deeper in 
that ground I would not get as solid a founda- 
tion as Ido now in the hard, yellow clay, ata 
depth of 344 feet. Aside from that, I lay the 
walls 85¢ feet under ground, by raising 5 feet 
with filling.” 

This was all Mr. Cochrane had to say. The 
next man called upon was 

MR. P. J. SEXTON, 

the contractor for the work. His office is at 
Nos. 58 and 60 Pacific avenue, where Tux Trin- 
UNE reporter found him. The first question put 
to Mr. Sexton was whether Mike Bailey had told 
him that $10,000 or $12,000 more money could 
be made by him by sinking the walla 6 inches 
deeper. Said the contractor: 

Friday morning last I saw Mr. Bailey for the 
first and only time on tlie County Hospital 
grounds. We greeted each other cordially, and 
he took me to one side and said that the wails 
were not deep enough by 6 inches, according to 
the sections of the city ordinance. He then 
whispered confidentially in my ear that it would 
make no matter of difference to me, but that it 
was a good thing, and I could make from $10,- 
000 to $12,000 out of the county for extra work.” 

What did you reply? 

„I badu't time to say much just then, as my 
teams were coming in 80 fast, but I merely re- 
plied tbat I was in the building business, and 
Cook County was as good as anybody to work 
for so far as pay was concerned.“

MRS, FITCH’S DIAMONDS. 


Gems that Are Useless to he‘Owner, 
and Profiticess te the Ge mment. 
New York Sun, March . 
The revenue authorities are ed to know 


what to do with the Khedive of Egypt’s famous 
gift to Gen. Sherman's daughter. The dia- 
monds are locked up in the big vault in the 
Sub-Treasury. They were placed there in June 
last, and unless they are taken away before 
next June, they will be classified as unclaimed 
goods, and sold by auction to pay the duties 
and storage. If this should happen, the money, 
after the deduction of the official charges. 
would be paid to Drexel, Morgan & Co., in 
whose name the diamonds are consiqyned. The 
trouble is that Congress in author Lieut, 
Fitch to receive the present to his wife, neg- 
lected to relieve him from the payment of the 
duties. The necklace earrings which com- 
pose the gift were first id to be worth $350,- 
000, but experts have ce appraised them at 
$75,000. The duty on amount would be 
about 640, 000. Gen. Sherman feels that he is 
too to pay this, and he is unwilling to ap- 

to Congress for an exemption of the pay- 
ment of the duties. Neither the Secretary of 
the Treasury, the Collector, nor any of his dep- 
uties are disposed to exercise their power of 
granting a free permit for the diamonds, and 
the Turkish Ambassador, who has the official 
pr erogative of receiving them in his name, will 
not ask for their release, because the Khedive 
is Only recognized by his Government as a 
vassal.

In dealing with the Legislative Appropri- 
ation bill the House shows no disposition to 
practice the economy preached by the Demo- 
cratic majority.

A granted row was the result of the con- 
sideration of a case of contested election in 
the French Chamber of Deputies yesterday. 
The issue was between the Republicans and 
Legitimists, and when, after a heated and 
Ditter debate, a vote was about to be taken, 
the Bonapartists and Legitimists, constituting 
the minority, quitted the Chamber in a body 
at a signal from the Duke de RocuzrovcavLp, 
and in defiance of the President's admonition 
chat such systematic abstention was punisha- 
ble. The election of the Republican oon 
testant was then confirmed. 


Vermont sends a delegation-at-large to the 
‘National Republican Convention wholly un- 
instructed and unhampered as to the Presi- 
dential nominee, though it is not impossible 
to detect a leaning in the direction of Bun- 
tow in those clauses of the declaration of 
principles relating to ‘‘ pure and economical 
administration of every department of the 
Government,” and to “ the untiring prosecu- 
tion and punishment of public fraud and 
erime wherever existing.” The avowal of 
the Convention on the currency question is 
elear and unequivocal,—a speedy return to a 
specie basis, and no step backward.

Gov. A, of Mississippi, yesterday ten- 
dered his resignation, which was promptly 
accepted by the Legislature, and Col. J. M. 
Sronz, President pro tem. of the Senate, was 
installed as Governor. This course on the 
part of Gov. Aus was the result 
of a bargain with his Democratic 
antagonists in the ‘Legislature, the 
consideration being that the impeachment 
proceedings should be dismissed. This was 
done immediately upon the acceptance of the 
resignation. Gov. Ames’ Republican friends 
were taken by surprise, and are highly in- 
dignant at his action.

A strong argument sgaiust the general 
amnesty proposition pending before the 
French Assembly is contained in the evidence 
of Messrs. Ricarp and DvuFaurE given yes- 
terday before the Senate Committee. It is 
urged that the Communist convicts persist in 
regarding themselves as political martyrs, 
feeling no regret for their crimes, and enter- 
taining sentiments of hatred as violent as 
ever. The extension of complete or partial 
amnesty to this dangerous element is a step 
which the Assembly is in no hurry to take, 

_ preferring rather to leave the matter within 
the pardoning prerogative of President Mac-

tion was sharp and merciless. The object 
apparently was to show that Gen. Scuencx’s 
investment m Emma Mine stock had not re- 


| sulted in a loss, but that the figures footed 


up a profit of over $8,000. The contrary 
was maintained by the witness, whe certainly 
ought to know whether he is-a loser ora 
gainer financially by the speculation. There 
now seems to be no question in his mind that 
it was a bad investment on general princi- 
ples, and that his privilege as a private citi- 
zen to buy and sell such property as be chose 
was not elastic enough to completely justify 
his connection with the Emma Mining Com- 
pany asa Director. This much was accom- 
plished by Mr. H ewrrt’s cross-examination, 
though it failed to weaken the force of 
Gen. Sonencr’s denial of any corrupt com- 
plicity in the scheme to bolster up the stock 
and assist in its sale. a

The naval investigators appear to have 
struck a lead which has taken them to 
the door of one Hanscoms, Chief of the 
Construction Bureau, and on the wall of 
the house of Hanscoms, which has heretofore 
presented a cleanly appearance, writing has 
been found which, deciphered by the Chief's 
former coadjutors in the appropriation line, 
makes aj record whose sinuosity is only 
equaled by the record of the recently retired 
Secretary of War. The tender regard for 
cheeky applicants for pecuniary remuneration 
that distinguished the official career of Mr. 
BELKNAP appears to have been a prominent 
feature of Hanscoms’s administration of the 
Construction Bureau. This fact is vouched 
for by persons who are conversant with the 
modus operandi in such cases, and who aver 
that Mr. Hanscoms drafted the application 
for a claim that had no legal existence, or 
rather a claim which had years before been 
fully satisfied by the Department. To use 
an improved version of a very popular in- 
junction: Let no sympathizer with wolves 
in the garb of contractors have the key to 
the outer doors of thé Treasury.” 


THE TWO STEPS IN CORRUPTING THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

When Gen. Jackson became President 
there was a renewal of what is known as a 
strictly-defined party organization. During 
the preceding administrations of Apams, 
Mownrog, and Mapzson, and back to Was- 
mncton, there had been no such party organ- 
izations. The organization of the Jackson- 
ian Democratic party eventually forced all 
the varied factions of the opposition into 
what became the Whig party. This Demo- 
cratic Administration at once adopted the 
principle unknown to its predecessors, that 
„to the victors belong the spoils.” The 
victors in the sense of the term then were 
the ‘* Democratic party,” and practically the 
declaration was, that to party belong the, 
spoils. This departure from the previous 
| practice of.the Government was a most un- 
fortunate one. It was the first step in the 
degradation of the civil service of the Gov- 
ernment. It made party fealty the primary 
recommendation to all offices from the high- 
est to the lowest, and clothed the Executive 
with the moral right, as well as the legal 
power, to substitute party fealty for compe- 
tency and integrity in the tenure of office. 

But the calamity which was inflicted by 
the adoption of the spoils rule that all offices 
beleng to the party successful at the election 
was but the forerunner of a far more destruc- 
tive and fatal practice. From the transfer of 
the appointing power to the party there 
has been a much greater and descending 
step, and that is, that the whole patronage of 
the Federal Government pertains as a per- 
sonal perquisite to the Senators and Repre- 
resentatives of the party at the time in 
Congress. The men who in Jacxson’s day 
dared to assume that the President, in mak- 
ing appointments to office, should confine his 
selections exclusively to members of his own 
party wuld probably have shrunk with hor- 
ror from the present system of having the 
sole power of appointment to Federal office 
in the United States transferred from the 
Executive to the members of the party in 
Congress. The responsibility, however, rests 
on the Jackson party, which made the first 
innovation,—which took the first step to 
break down the honesty and capacity of the 
civil ,service, leading to further innovations 
and usurpations which have made the civil 
service of the United States the alms-house 
of the unconvicted thieves of the country. 
By the time Bucnanan’s Administration 
was reached, the unconstitutional and cor- 
rupt system of Congressional dictation was 
fully established, and the offices, profits, and 
honors of the Government were parceled out 
among the Democratic Congressmen as their 
personal. perquisites, with which they paid 
their partisan debis to their bummers and 
henchmen, and secured their re-election by 
the same improper and fraudulent means. 

The Constitution wisely placed the power 
of appointment in the hands of the Execu- 
tive. The President was charged with the 
duty of executing the laws, and the Constita- 
tion gave him the exclusive authority of se- 
lecting his own subordinates. The fact that 
these appointments were subject to the con- 
sent of the Senate can in no wise be tortured 
into a support of the principle that members 
of the Legislature were in any wise to select 
the officers or dictate their appointment. 

But how is this power of Senatorial con- 
firmation now exereised? If the President 
at any time nominate a person for a Federal 
office within the limite of any one of the 
States, the first question asked, Is the person 
the nominee of or satisfactory to the Republican 
‘Senators from that State, and more particu- 


Drow was in fair demand and steady. Wheat 
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larly to the Senator whose re-election is the 


nearest at hand? If these persons state that 
the person nominated has been, in fact, se- 
lected by themselves, the confirmation is at 
once made without further care or inquiry ; if 
they say that the President made the nomi- 
nation without consulting them, and that 
they had made another selection for the of- 
fice, then the nomination is promptly reject- 
ed or the President is advised to withdraw it, 
and to send in the name of the person select- 
ed by the Senator whose re-election may be 
promoted by the aid of the officer. Itis 
using a mild term to say that this is a bur- 
lesque of the Constitution. It is an usurpa- 
tion by the Senate which might be termed 
scandalous and disgraceful if it were not 
in fact criminal. If the place to be filled 
is local to a Congressional District, and 
that district is represented by a member 
of the party, then he dictates the person to 
be appointed ; he notifies the President, and, 
if the Presidemt disregards the dictation, 
the Senator takes up the case, informs the 
Senate that the President is usurping a 
power belonging to a representative in Con- 
gress, and forthwith the Senate refuses to 
confirm the Executive nomination! That is 
the way in which the Senate treats the pro- 
vision of the Constitution which confers 
upon the President the exclusive power to 
appoint Federal officers. 

This transfer of the appointing power from 
the Executive to the members of Congress 
has been the greatest political calamity that 
has ever befallen the United States, except 
the Rebellion. It has degraded the Executive 
branch of thé Government; it has lowered 
the standard of personal character and in- 
tellectual ability in Congress, and is con- 
verting the civil service into a den of thieves. 
It has corrupted the politics of the country. 
It has changed the caucus into an auction- 
room. It has brought from the slums as- 
pirants for office of honor and trust. It has 
made members of Congress (all too willing) 
purchase nominations by promises of 
appointments in the service of the Govern- 
ment, when no consideration could induce 


into their own employment. Members of 
Congress go to Washington under a mort- 
gage of all the Federal appointments in their 
districts to men whom they know to be in- 
competent or personally dishonest ; to men 
whose sole recommendation is that théy can 
pack nominating conventions, intimidate op- 
position, stuff ballot-boxes, forge election 
returns, and generally make elections utterly 
corrupt. 

It is a striking illustration of this system 
that of all the Federal revenue officers in the 
State of Illinois appointed by the Senators 
and Representatives in Congress more than 
half of them are now either under conviction 


‘of official crime, or under indictment, or are 


fugitives in foreign countries, or have been 
dismissed for unfitness. 

These members of Congress when elected 
take their pledges to Washington and submit 
them to the President, and demand that he 
redeem them, and threaten him that if he 
dare to nominate any other persons they will 
appeal to the Senate and have the- nomina. 
tions rejected! The President has no alter- 
native but to submit. The Senate stands 
combined in solid phalanx for the preserva- 
tion of the common usurpation. The Con- 
stitution is violated ; the civil service vitiated; 
men take office from the Congressman they 
have made by fair or foul means, and they 
take the office for what money they can make 
out of it. honestly and dishonestly. One 
great consideration in favor of the elective 
system is, that, in case a man is elected 
Senator or Representative who is unfit for 
the office, a change can be made at the next 
election; but this is defeated by this usurpa- 
tion, which enables these members of both 
branches of Congress to perpetuate their own 
official existence, thus inflicting a double out- 
rage,—corrupting the civil service, and lower- 
ing the standard of Congressional member- 
ship to the level of that of the civil service. 

THE CITY FINANCES. 

Mayor Convin’s official organ announces: 

Comptroller Hayes has been partly successful in his 
negotiations with the financial men of New York. He 
has provided for all the floating indebtedness of the 
city in the way of city certificates, but he cannot se- 
cure additional bonds with which to carry on the ex- 
penses of the city, The information comes from a 
very reliabe source, This only partially extricates 
the city from its monetary dilemma, Money must be 
had witb which to run the governmental machine, and 
Mr. Hares, the authority states, will not be able to s- 
cure the money in the East. Consequently, the city 
will de compelled to look to its own financial men for 
aid. It is said that application will be again made by 
the Mayor to the banks for a loan on city certificates 
of a sum sufficient to meet the requirements of the 
city. Failing in this, it is stated that he will disband 
the Police and Fire Departments, and in every other 
way reduce the expenditure of money untilit shall be 
within the limits of the city’s income, 

The exact meaning of this is not very clear. 
The payments made or to be made by the 
city are as follows:

It is understood that with the $350,000 of 
taxes taken from the City Treasury to New 
York a few days ago the Comptroller has 
partially paid and renewed the certificates 
falling due in March, but beyond this he has 
been unable to accomplish any loans, In 
addition to the certificates falling due in 
March, there are others held in New York to 
the amount, with interest, of $2,000,000. 
The amount held in Chicago, with interest, 
is about $1,500,000, But the Treasury has 
been emptied, and the pay-rolls for March, 
April, May, and June are left wholly unpro- 
vided for. The half million of certificates 
maturing in April and the million and a half 
maturing in May, so far as we can learn, 
have not been renewed, nor can the Comp- 
troller. we fear, arrange for them, much less 
borrow the money to pay the $800,000 cur- 
rent expenses or the $466,000 interest .on 
the bonded debt. 

The city holds certificates of purchases of 
real estate at tax sales representing $920,000. 
These represent back taxes, for which the 
city has a judgment and alien. Of course 
all this tax has to be paid, with interest, at 
some time. Is there not wisdom enough in 
the Common Council to devise some way by 
which the city can convert these into cash, 
or to borrow money on them? That 8920, 
000 would go far to pay current expenses 
and relieve the immediate embarrassments of 
the city. These tax-sale certificates bear a 
nominal interest at the rate of 25 per cent. 
Cannot the City Government make it an in- 
ducement to some person to take these and 
advance money on them? Or is it the pur- 
pose to let everything take its own course 
until the Government is forced to suspend ? 
The action of the Common Council in refus- 
ing to reduce the appropriations for the pres- 
ent year has had a most depressing effect on 
the public mind. It has discouraged tax-

paying. The general public look upon the | 


| City Government as not of Chicago, but as a 


foreign Government having no interest 
whatever in common with the tax-payers of 
Chicago. Hence the indifference as to 
whether the Government can maintain itself 
or not. 

On the 18th of April there will be an elec- 
tion for thirty-six Aldermen. Let us hope 
that there will be some good lawyers and 
good business men elected,—men who have 
legal knowledge and some personal credit, 
and some experience in the management of 
business affairs; men who can understand the 
condition of city finances, and can understand 
what remedies are necessary. 

We do not wish to alarm any one, but it 
begins to look very much as if there must be 
an extra session of the Legislature to obtain 
the necessary powers to collect the long 
arrears of taxes, and to enable the city to 
collect its revenues in the future. But even 
this depends upon the fact whether the 
people at the coming election shall make an 
effort to elect a new, and intelligent, and 
honest Common Council, and then from that 
body choose a Mayor to administer public 
business in whom the public and capitalists 
will have some confidence. 

THE GAS8-CONTRACT. 

We understand that the Chicago Gas Com- 
pany has indicated its willingness to reduce 
the price of the city gas to $2 per 1,000 feet, 
which is all it charges the largest private con- 
sumers now, if the city will make a new con- 
tract binding itself to pay this rate for the 
next ten years. The city should decline to 
bind itself by so one-sided an agreement. It 
will be better to continue to pay the excessive 
price forthe two or three years which the 
present contract still has to run, if the Gas 
Company cannot be made to see the short- 
sighted policy of insisting on its pound of 
flesh. But the only new contract that could 
be made with safety extending over any pe- 
riod of years would be one containing the 
condition that either party shall have the 
right to abrogate it at six months’ nottce. It 
is not at all improbable that long before the 
expiration of ten years there will be new pro- 
cesses for the manufacture of gas, or new de- 
vices for the practicable uses of petroleum, 
that will supply cities with even a better 
light than we now have, and for 40 or 50 
cents per 1,000 feet. 

The same discussion is going on in Cin- 
cinnati and other cities. In Cincinnati, 
the Gas Company’s contract with the city 
has still four years to run, but it has 
proposed to reduce the price to $1.90 if, 
the city will extend the contract six years. 
There is a strong popular opposition to paying 
this much, and the offer of compromise on 
these terms will probably be rejected. It is 
held there that the Company can supply the 
gas at $1.50 per 1,000 fové at a fair profit. 
Everywhere the gas companies find them- 
selves compelled to reduce their price from 
50 cents to $1, notwithstanding the monop- 
olies they enjoy. The reason of this is that 
the improvements for burning petroleum oil 
are so decided that it is being very widely 
adopted for private consumption. In the 
Cincinnati Gazette office, new oil-lamps are 
used which have been modeled on the plan of 
what has been known as the student's 
lamp,” and which, as Mr. Ricuarp Smirx, 
the editor of the Gazette, says, give a better 
quality of light than the ordinary gas at 
one-third the cost. The progress that has 
been made in the uses of illuminating oil dur- 
ing the past few years warrants the belief 
that before many years more city gas-lamps 
may be provided with light, better than is 
now given, from safe and cohvenient reser- 
voirs attached to the post, and without any 
of the costly mains and pipes that now make 
the cost so large. Chicago should not be pre- 
vented by any long contract from availing it- 
self of these probable advantages. 


ROBESON. 

Mr. Secretary Roszson is in trouble. There 
is no doubt about that. He may possibly 
pull through. He may be able to show that 
he has not been guilty of any corrupt prac- 
tices, and that the abuses in the Navy De- 
partment under his administration have been 
the result of incompetence and bad judgment. 
But there is scarcely ahope that he can do 
better than this. Such an outcome would 
relieve him of the disgrace and penalty of 
impeachment, but it would not save him 
from an enforced retirement from the public 
service in disgrace. The public has long had 
a suspicion that the affairs of the Navy De- 
partment have been mismanaged. This sus- 
picion had its original basis in the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Roxpxson to the head of the Navy 
Department. There had been no special 
preparation in his case fur that position, and 
he had not been conspicuous as a statesman. 
There was a mystery as to why he was ap- 
pointed. 

This mystery in Mr. Roxerson’s case has 
been followed by still other mysteries, which 
likewise remain unexplained. The with- 
drawal of the naval funds from the safe- 
keeping of the old and well-established Lon- 
don firm of Bam Brothers during the panic 
of 1873 was a mystery. It was also-a mys- 
tery why these funds, when taken from the 
Barwa Brothers, should be given to the 
London house of Jay Cooke, Meuron 
& Co., which was known to be intimately 
connected with the bankrupt American firm 
of Jax Cooxe & Co. The extensive prepara- 
tions to put the navy on a war-footing on two 
separate occasions were also mysterious, and 
the public could neither obtain nor devise 
any satisfactory explanation thereof. In 
view of these experiences, it is not strange 
that the investigations by Congress of Mr. 
Roseson’s administration should be regarded 
with a mixture of interest and apprehension. 

There are now two serious charges against 
Secretary Ronxsox, which certainly demand 
the most thorough and impartial investiga- 
tion. The first has come up in the work of 
the House Committee on Expenditures of the 
Navy Department. Secretary Ronson has 
claimed that, notwithstanding the extraordi- 
nary expenditures which were reported and 
which were not warranted by the appropria- 
tions for the year, he has kept within the 
appropriations for the year, and it is certain 
that no large deficiency-estimates have been 
submitted by him. But it now seems as 
though Secretary Ronksox has been discount- 
ing the navy appropriations for the next year, 
which is clearly forbidden by law, there being 
a statute which expressly prohibits involving 
the Government for the future payment of 
any expenditure in excess of the current 
year’s appropriation. But it is now reported 
that a draft has been accepted for $200,000 
by Secretary Rozxson at four months, which 
would make it payable in the next fiscal year. 
If the assumption be true that this sin- 
gle draft is not an exception, but that 
other drafts for still larger amounts have 
been accepted in the same way, then the in- 
ference is warranted that the Secretary has 
been ing some of the payments of his 
Department, in violation of law and order, to 
cover up the extravagant and unwarranted 


its importance will depend upon the discov- 
ery of more time-drafts accepted by Mr. 
Ronksox. 

The second charge, which is more serious, 
concerns the transfer of $1,500,000 of naval 
funds to Jay Cooxz, MoCuriocn & Co. at 
the time of the panic, when Jay Cooks was 
tumbling. The fact of such transfer is not 
in dispute, but it has been maintained here- 
tofore that it was made at a time when the 
Secretary had no reason to doubt the solvency 
of the firm. But the Congressional Commit- 
tee is now in possession of telegrams which 
seem to disprove this theory. It seems that 
one of these telegrams from Jay Cooxs to 
Roseson acknowledged that unless he (Rose- 
son) acme to their aid the house would 
go under, and if we fail,” the dis- 
patch adds, it will prove a national 
calamity.” It also is in proof from 
dispatches which passed between Ronssox, 
who was in New York and Long Branch, and 
his Acting Secretary at Washington that the 
former first ordered the deposit of $500,000 
and afterwards of $1,000,000, and insisted 
upon urgency in the Treasury to get the 
money transferred by telegraph, though he 
was in full knowledge of the embarrassments 
of Jay Cook at the time. The theory is 
certainly plausible that this transfer, if made 
to the London house, was made with this 
great dispatch in order that it might turn the 
money over by telegraph to the New York 
house of Jay Cooxg & Co., the Secretary not 
daring to make a direct transfer to Jay 
Cooxz in New York. But the transfer being 
delayed somewhat in the Treasury was made 
too late to be turned over to Jay Cooxsz in 
New York, and soit did not save him. But 
it did save the London house, which seems 
to be still floating on the basis of this money 
that still remains unpaid. 

One defense advanced on behalf of Ronxso 
in this matter is, that he already had navy 
funds deposited with the Jay Cook house, 
the exact amount of which is not stated, but 
which is supposed to be about $1,000,000 ; 
and that he made the deposit of $1,500,000 
more in the hope of propping the house up, 
and thus in the end getting back the money 
originally deposited. It will be claimed for 
him that, in doing this, he merely made the 
mistake that business men often make on 
their own behalf. There seems to be a hitch 
in this explanation. If the purpose was to 
help Jay Cooxz on this ground, why did not 
Secretary RonxsOoR make a direct deposit in 
the New York house? And if the $1,500,000 
did not go to sustain Jay Cooks American 
house, and his London house is still solvent, 
why is not this money repaid? Here is an- 
other of those mysteries which have become 
so common under Mr. Roseson’s administra- 
tion. The Congressional Committee is now 
in a way to arrive at the probable truth of the 
matter. We only hope that, in pursuing the 
investigation, the Committee will not come 
across any Democratic conspirators in the 
transaction which shall run them off the 
track. 

Meanwhile, however, it is proper to note 
that Mr. Ropeson makes a denial of having 
transferred the $1,500,000 to the banking- 
house of Jay Cooxz, MoCorrocn & Co. in 
September, but says that the money was or- 
dered to the credit of the Paymaster-General 
of the Navy, then in London, in order to honor 
any navy drafts which might go to protest 
owing to the failure of Jay Cooxz, and that it 
was not deposited with Jay Cooxz, MoCVULLOOR 
& Co. until October, a month or so later, and 
after, as Mr. Roprson claims, the house had 
shown its intention and ability to pay. If 
Mr. Roseson can make out this case, it will 
relieve him largely of the blame attached to 
this transaction, but it will still remain for 
him to explain why he abandoned one of the 
oldest and best-established banks in Great 
Britain at any time to deposit the navy 
moneys with a firm of at least questionable 
solvency, and which, as a matter of fact, 
seems not to have paid out the money on de- 
mand. 


TO STOP BROKEN-BANK ROBBERIES. 

No more salutary rule of law has been re- 
cently declared than that laid down by Judge 
Bannrrr, of New York, a few days since, in 
the case of Rorsiine against Duncan, SHer- 
man & Co. The suit was brought for fraud 
in selling a foreign bill of exchange when the 
firm, as shown by its own books, was insol- 
vent, though it continued business for six 
days after, but went into voluntary bank- 
ruptcy before the bill could be presented for 
payment. The case turned upon the point 
whether, since the firm continued payment 
for six days after the sale of the draft, the 
transaction could be held fraudulent. This 
naturally brought up the question whether 
Duncan, Suzmman & Co. might not, at the 
time of selling the draft, have expected to 
extricate themselves from their embarrass- 
ments, so that there could have been no actu- 
al intent to defraud in making the sale. 
Judge Barrett held that the intent de- 
pended upon whether the firm had any rea- 
sonable expectation of meeting its obligations 
at maturity,” and that the fact that six days 
after it went into voluntary bankruptcy with 
assets of but $2,000,000 against $6,000,000 
liabilities was prima facie evidence that there 
was no reasonable expectation of being able 
to meet the draft; that, therefore, the sale 
was prima fac fraudulent, and refused to 
vacate the order of arrest issued against 
members of the firm. In other words, that, 
when the liabilities of a bank exceed its 
assets, the incurring of further liabilities will 
be held fraudulent, and dealt with accord- 
ingly by the Courts, unless it be proved on 
behalf of the bank that at the time such lia- 
bility was contracted there was reasonable 
expectation that the bank would be able to 
meet it at maturity. The reason of the de- 
cision applies as well to the reception of de- 
posits as to the sale of drafts or contractidn_ 
of liability otherwise in such case. 

So far as it goes, the decision of Judge 
Barrett will command common approval 
for its consonance to principles of justice so 
clear and unmistakable that the wonder is 
that the Courts should entertain argument 
questioning them. The decision is a step in 
the right direction, from which it is to be 
trusted there will be no recession. The ob- 
jection is that it does not go far enough. 
When the habilities of a bank to the public 
exceed its collectable assets, the safe of drafts 
or reception of deposits should be held, not 
prima facie, but absolutely fraudulent, as in 
fact it is ; for, were such condition of a bank 
disclosed, it would neither receive deposits 
nor find sale for its drafts, and the managers, 
however they may count upon the out- 
come of their speculations, know that 
they are bankrupt when they re. 
ceive the deposit or sell the draft. 
It is the scandal and disgrace of 
American banking that men calling them. 
selves bankers—private, State, national, and 
savings bankers—have sold drafts and re- 
ceived deposits long after their capital was 
consumed and they were insolvent, and up 
to the very hour of their suspension, and 


expenditures. This is the first charge, and 


have taken the maney of their unsuspecting | 


simply pocketed it, and then have been 
shielded by the law from punishment for the 
theft. Every reception of a deposit by a 
bank, the liabilities of which exceed its assets, 
exclusive of what it owes its stockholders, 
is simply a steal, no matter what the specula- 
tive expectations of the managers may be, 
and should be punished accordingly. The 
law should be so clear upon this point that 
when the bank-books show] liabilities to the 
public in excess of assets, that proof 
should be absolutely conclusive. No 
further testimony should be admit 
ted, and the crime should be pun- 
ished as are other swindles and em- 
bezzlements, not by fine merely, but by 
imprisonment as is meted out to common 
swindlers and embezzlera. By no righteous 
code of law or morals can any banker hon- 
estly plead that, when insolvent and conceal- 
ing that fact from his customers who deal 
with him on the supposition that he is sol- 
vent, he reasonably expected to be able to 
repay the deposit or meet the draft. The 
state of his accounts excludes any such rea- 
sonable expectation, and the law should hold 
it excluded. When such is the law, and some 
of the bankers of the Jar Cooxz and Duncan, 
Suenman & Co. type have been consigned to 
the Penitentiary for a term of years, that 
style of robbing depositors now in vogue 
among swindling insolvent banking concerns 
will probably go out of fashion, and not 
until then.

HEWITT’'S CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
pera Lisepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinertonr, D. C., March 29.—Hewitt’s croas- 
examination of Gen. Schenck to-day, although 
bringing to light no new points concerning the 
connection of our late Minister to England with 
the Emma Mining Company, grouped together 
and brought out im avery forcible manner the 
leading facts already known, and presented 
them in such a way as, no doubt, made Gen. 
Schenck himself perceive, if be has not done so 
before, the impropriety of the whole transac- 
tion. He showed, from the contract which Gen. 
Schenck made with Park on the Ist of Novem- 
ber, 1871, and the promissory note on which 
he raised the money to pay for his shares, that 
Park lent him the cash, charging him nothing 
for one year’s interest, taking no security but 
an assignment of the shares; that on the stock 
Park at first guaranteed him dividends of 2 per 
cht, and that if, at any time during the year, 
Schenck had desired to withdraw from the 
speculation he might have done so on surren- 
dering the stock to Park at ite par value. On 
this note several indorsements were subse- 
quently made,—one for £500 represented a sale 
of twenty-five shares which Gen. Schenck made 
to a friend; another of £1,894 represented 
some stock speculations which Park made in 
Gen. Schenck’s behalf, but of the details of 
which he knew nothing. He put up no margin, 

TOOK NO RISK, 
and accepted the credit on the simple statement 
by Park that he bad invested for him in stock 
speculations from which he realized a profit as 
reported. He did pay from his own funds £500, 
to which, before giving him credit for it, Park add- 
ed £2,000 commission on Schenck’s stock, which 
Park made Albert Grant refund, thus making the 
third indorsement on the note £2,500. In settling, 
in May, 1874, Schenck paid to Park $1,700 in cash. 
From this statement, it will be seen that from 
the Ist of November, 1871, to the 13th of May, 
1874, when the note was canceled, chen ck made 
on the note out of his own HOHE 
ONLY TWO PAYMENTS, 
the first amounting to about $2,000, and the 
second to $1,700, making, in all, about 63,700. 
He received from his investment about 
$10,000 in dividends, and still holds his 
475 shares, worth about $2,000 more, but, in 
bis final settlement with Park, a balance of 
about #32,000 was found to be due the latter. 
To pay it Schenck assigued to Park $32.000 worth 
of various kinds of stock, with the privilege of 
redeeming it at any time within four years, and 
also a note for $3,000. The income from the 
stocks Schenck retained himeelf.

SILVER NOTES. 

Alexander von Humboldt was said by Michel Cheva- 
Ber at the last monthy meeting ot the Paris Political 
Economy Society to have predicted in 1802 the pres- 
ent glut of silver. The great traveler, writing of 
Mexioo and the adjacent territory, said that their sil- 
ver mines bad only been skimmed, and that if an ep- 
terprising population settled about them the world 
would be flooded with the product 

M. Cernuschi, the well-known advocate of the 
double currency standard, in a letter to the Paris 
Swele on the silver question, states that the Bank of 
France has decided on refusing to make loans on the 
gecurity of deposits of silver. The Paris correspond- 
ent of the London Sconomist, however, says M. 
Ceruuschi's statement is “ preroature,” but does not 
puggest any improbability that the bank contemplates 
taking such action, This action would tend very ma- 
terially to further depreciate the value of silver. 

The German Government has temporarily suspended 
the demonetization of silver—i. e., it has ceased to pay 
gold at tho rate of 1544 to 1 for silver to be withdraw: 

From circulation. It bas been compelled to do this vy 
tLe depreciation in the price of silver, which is now 
worth 13 or 14 per cent less than the legal price. This 
rendered it possible for holders of miver to make 13 or 
14 per cent by simply exchanging it for gold. This

Letters from Minnesota and Northern Iowa state 
that wheat-seeding can scarcely begin in those sec- 
tions before the 10th of April, so that sowing will be 
later than the average. A Minnesota letter stated that 
the writer had never seeded in March but once, when 
the winter was nearly like the present, and the seagon is 
thus very backward for an open winter. Of course it is 
nottoo late to hope for good crops, but, as a couple of 
weeks are required to dry out the ground even if there 
should be no more fall of moisture, a few more days 
of bad weather would throw seeding over till near 
Mayday. A good many operators were prepared to 
expect another storm, only a very few regarding the 
winter as having reached the ragged edge of spring. 
It was remarked that if March intends to go out like a 
lamb in this the Centennial year, he will need to 
change his character very soon,—another couple of 
days will finish up the fourth month of the year, and 
open the door to “ April showers,” 

The leading produce markets were steadier yester- 
day, the changes in prices being comparatively small, 
with less doing, the weather making the mass of op- 
erators uncertain which way to trade. The day was 
finer overhead, but nobody trusted the skies, though 
not a few hoped—that the back of the winter is broken 
at last. The receipts were again small, but the roads 
in the country do not appear to have been made as 
bad as was expected; though some are reported te be 
in a horrible condition. 

In dry-goods circles there was a somewhat increased 
movement as compared with Monday, but the market 
was far from active. The wintry weather still op- 
erates to delay the movement in spring and summer 
fabrics, and the spring trade thus far has been disap- 
pointing. Groceries wers in fair demand only, though 
the volume of sales was larger than on the day before. 
The changes in values were confined to Me advance 
in coffees, which are held at Ge higher at the East. 
Sugars were stronger, Sirups, molasses, rice, spices, 
etc., were about steady. There was a fairly firm mar- 
ket for choice teas, but common and medium grades 
were weak.

The approaches to the United States District 
Court yesterday morning were thronged by an 
eager, excited, but withai good-natured, crowd, 
anxious to obtain admission. Two or three 
deputies were “kept as busy as ever they were in 
their livesin keeping the room clear of those 
who were 80 unfortunate as not to have the 
requisite credentials. The attorneys in the case, 
the jurors, the represeatatives of the presa, dis- 
tillers, Goverumeut officers, and members of 
the legal frateroity, were allowed to enter, but 
they did so through much tribulation, pushing and 
edging their way through the crowd, which would 


not be kept away from the door. After those who 


had a recognized right to go in had been pro- 
vided for, the obliging deputies let in as many 
others as could be accommodated, and the re- 
sult was that when Court opened every chair 
had its occupant, and every available foot of 
standing-room was cherished as a peculiar boon 
by those who bad not been among the fret and 
favored spectators. Judge Blodgett entered a 
few minutes after 10 o'clock, and invited tbe 
Rev. Dr. Tiffany and Mr. Atonzo Huntington to 
sit with ium on the bench. Mr. Storrs then began 
his argument in his quiet, impressive way, but 
he had not proceeded far when he displayed that 
thorongh earnestness and even vehemence with 
which he has managed this interesting case. 
Every eyliable he uttered was csught by the 
eager listeners, and in ome or two cases the 
Court was obliged to check some very natural 
demonstrations of ,appreciation in the audience. 

„May it please che Court and gentlemen of 
the jury,” began Mr. Storrs, ‘‘I congratulate 
you that we are brought so rapidly to the close 
of what has been one of the most 
important judicial investigations ever con- 
ducted in this city or State. The great 
throngs of people that have been in sttendance 
on this trial during ite entire progress, from its 
commencement to the present mument, have 
not been drawn hither because they have any 
special interest in the whisky cases or apy very 
enthusiastic interest in matters pertainio g to 
our internal revenue system. They have been 
drawn here from day to day, through wet weath- 
er and through dry, through the most inciem- 
ent weather we have ever encountered, be- 
cause they represent in part the feel- 
ing of rofound interest which this 
entire public entertains with reference to the 
great, underlying question which characterizes, 
and which will iu the future signalize, this 
case. 
At the opening of my case to you I under-

THE IMPORTANCE OF THESE ISSUES. 

I did not think at that time that I overestimat- 
ed or overstated them, and the testimony that

A QUEEB PLEA. 

New Oman March 29.—In the cases of the 
United States vs. Samuel W. Hammond, W. J. 
Beban, John Thorne, John H. Melsh, John

MISCELLANEOUS, 
THE GRAND JURY. 

It was not anticipated that the Grand Jury 
would have much work to do at their present 
conference. Whisky matters and all the men 
connected with the whisky frauds have had a 
very searching investigation—eo much 60, in 
fact, that any further labor in this direction 
must be, in a great measure, but a repetition of 
what has already been done. It is quite true 
that one or two parties remain unindicted, 
against whom suspicions have been enter- 
tained, but it w equally true that 
their cases have received the fullest 
consideration, and their escape has been 
due to the lack of evidence rather than to any 
accidental or intentional remissness on the 
part of the jury. Hence there remains 


uttle for the jury to do except to look after 
such smal! irregularities, happening from time 
to time, as selling liqour without @ license, or 
passing counterfeit money. 

One of these minor cases occupied the atten- 
tion of the jury yesterday morning. It was 
that of Louis F. Dezatell, a tobacconist, at No. 
14 Milwaukee avenue, who was arrested some 
days since, charged with retaining in bis poases- 
sion empty tobacco packages without having 
canceled the stamps. 

After disposing of this case the jury had 
nothing further with which to exercise their 
semi-judicial minds, and spent the afternoon in 
a holiday manner, some sitting quietiy im the

DEATH OF HAMBLETONIAN. 
SKETCH OF THE SIRE OF THIRTEEN HUNDRED FOAIS 
AND MANY FAST TROTTERS. 

New York Heraid, 

Hambletonian, a dark, rich bay, with two 
white heels and a star in forehead, was foaled in 
1849. He was bred by Jonas Seely, of Sugar 
Loaf, Orange County, and sold in the fall of the 
same year, with his dam, to W. M. Rysdyk for 
#125. He was never trained, but as a sire of 
trotters he stood far above all competitors in 
this or any past generation. At 4 years old he 
was exhibited at the American Institute Fair, 
then held on Third avenue, at Hamiltoa Square, 
where be received third ium, Dr. Rich's 
Jupiter taking the first, and the Way stallion, 
Norman, taking the second premium. Hamble- 
tonian was then d the stud, having 
been put there before he was 2 years 
old. The first.colt of any merit that he 
produced was Fillingham, afterward called 
George Wilkes, which gave him great notoriety ; 
but Dexter (the king of trotters) following soon 
afterward gave Hambletonian such renown that 
mares from al! sections of the country were sent 
to bim, and the demands for his services in- 
creased at such a rate that his owner, Mr. 
Ryadyk, raised his price service from $100 to 
$500, which rate continued to the time of his 
death. During his career at the stud Hamble- 
tonian had 1,843 mares and produced about 
1,300 foals. The horse was said to have been 
possessed of considerable speed ; but, like his 
sire, Abdallah, he never showed it in public. 
There was a story current some years ago that 
being on Long Island, in his 4-year-old 
form, he was taken on the Union course, 
and there, in a private trial, trotted a mile very 
low in the forties. But whether he could trot 
fast or not makes little difference. He pro- 
duced at loast 100 sons and daughters that could 
trot fast. fifty of his sons being now inp the stud, 
getting trotters in every te in the Union. 
Within 100 miles of New York he leaves behind 
him such good ones as Edward Everett, Votan- 
teer, Messenger Duroc, Happy Medium, Aber- 
deen, Socrates, Jay Gould, Bolton, Electioneer, 
Florida, Middletown, and a dozen others, that 
are improving the breed of the trotting horse 
and increasing their usefulaess and value. 

The old horse died Monday mornivg between 
midnight and daylight at the Rysdyk estate at 
Chester, andas tt was the wish of his late 
owner, Mr. Rysdyk, that the horse should be 
buried on the estate, a grave was dug for him 
yesterday afternoon behind the bara where he 
lived so long. A large box was made for his 
body, and he was buried Tuesday. An offer of 
$1,000 was made yeste for his hide, which 
wae refused, the speculative genius no doubt 
wishing probably to exhibit it around the country. 

The following was the exact measurement of 
Hambletonien: His knee was 1344 inches in 
circumference, hook 17 inches, 15 inches 
around the smallest part of the limb and back 
tendon above the hock. From the centre of the 
hip joint to the point of the bock 41 inches; 
from the pom of stifle to point of hock, the 
length of thigh, 24 inches; from point of hock 
to centre of ankle joint, 16 inches; from centre 
of fore ankle to centre of knee, II inches; 
from centre of knee to top of forearm joins, 
204¢ inches. His neck from the notch im the 
vertebra on his withers to the extreme poll 32 
inches, and on the underside of his windpipe 
was only 16 inches, giving bim the appearance 
of a horse with a fine crest but very short neck. 
His shoulders forward at the point 
very far, and very strong and prominent, giving 
him a square, massive appearance, and one of 
great power. From hip to hip he was 24 inches, 
and his back was of medium length, with round 
barrel and powerful hind quarters. The large 
muscles of the quarters came down to within 9 
inches of the hock, and between the legs be- 
hind i was simply immense. His neck was not 
thick or heavy, the withers flat and low, he 
being higher on the ramp than on the withers ; 
but the most notable featare of the shoulders 
was the compact mass of bone, tendon, and 
muscles so closely knit together as to appear as 
one, and undistinguishable the one from the 
other. His shoulder-biedes seemed to rise to 
the top of the withers, but so closely and firmly 
was the whole mass united as to give him great 
compactness and Hie tail was set on 
verv high, and the whiribone and buttock stood 
bigh and projected backwards very prominently. 
In height he was about 16 hands. 

Some idea of the value of the great stallion'’s 
services may be gained by noting thet his ser- 
vice of about 2,000 mares, with the production 
of ever 1,300 foals, was repaid with fees to the 
amount of $184,715, to say nothing of the 
sults of 1873, 1874, and 1878

CORRECTING THE RECORDS.
